pe jee A Sram is a word that came late into our American vocabu- 

lary. In fact the prodigability with which we squandered our natural 
resources indicated little thought of conservation for many décades. Final- 
ly however we awoke to the fact that these God-given riches were not 
inexhaustible and very tardily we began to conserve them. Later we ex- 
tended the idea to our human resources of childhood and youth. 


It is not a happy thought that we have now come upon a day when the 
exhortation to conserve even waste paper is coincident with the greatest 
waste of human life that our world has probably ever known. Is it a 
retribution for our devotion to things and our indifference to the sacred- 
ness of personality? Our churches and our educational institutions are 
certainly less guilty of this than our civilization as a whole and this may. 
offer a suggestion whose significance shoutd not be lost upon anyone whose 
vision can pierce the thick clouds which enshroud us today. 

The democracies are engaged in a severe struggle to maintain them- 
selves against a totalitarian control of human life. It is entirely possible 
that from this struggle the democracies may emerge stripped of the very 
values which they claim to be fighting to preserve. It is not possible to 
conserve democracy if we fail to conserve the institutions which foster it. 

It becomes increasingly clear therefore that those who believe in our 
free institutions must not permit them to slip away from us even while 
we contend for freedom itself. There is no such thing as an abstract free- 
dom that does not function in free institutions. 

To every friend and alumnus of Juniata the conclusion will be very clear 
that now is the time to rally as never before to the support of the institu- 
tion. The alumni of one large university are challenging each other, and 
the classes are challenging each other to make an annual contribution, 
however small to maintain the prestige of the institution. Our Juniata 
alumni have been coming forward magnificently not only in the One 
Hundred Club but otherwise. We need the contribution and the support 
of every one to conserve in this crisis fine values which have been gathered 
through sixty years of service and sacrifice and which have been trans- 
mitted through our alumni to the nation and to humanity.

The Changing Scene 


Ov is a time of quickly shift- 
ing events and scenes. Just 
now as our chill, drab winter is 
melting into the soft, balmy 
spring, battlelines, islands, and 
even countries are changing hands 
so rapidly that the immediate im- 
pression is that of a whirlpool — 
dark, dangerous, treacherous. 

The scene is changing at Juniata 
too. Not as rapidly, not as strik- 
ingly, but just as deeply. There is 
a new seriousness in Juniata stu- 
dents when one probes beneath 
the frivolous shell under which 
youth hides its deepest thoughts. 
They are not talking about “get- 
ting through,” as if they were ful- 
filling one of the requirements for 
respectability in the easiest pos- 
sible manner: they are preparing 
for something that lies ahead; they 
are seriously considering whether 
their duty lies in finishing their 
college training, in taking a posi- 
tion for which they are now quali- 
fied, in joining the army or navy. 
These are not the stock questions 
so common to college youth of the 
past-—questions presented to them 
by arm-chair professors. with a 
choice of taking one side or the 
other and a knowledge that it 
would little matter which they 
choose. These are deep, deep, re- 
sponsibilities of the individual to- 
ward a civilization that hangs in 
the balance. 

The shifting scene at Juniata is 
focused mainly on the acceleration 
of the academic program in order 
to make graduation possible in 


three years. This is a necessary. 
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change in the college program for 
two closely allied reasons. Young 
men can complete most or all of 
their college training before enter- 
ing into service for their country. 
Young people can also be trained 
more rapidly to fill increasing de- 
mands for men and women of sci- 
ence, industry, business, and edu- 
cation. Juniata is making this 
shortened training possible 
through lengthening the summer 
session into a ten-week period in 
which it is possible to earn as 
much as twelve semester hours of 
credit and by intensifying the 
academic program of the winter 
session. This stress on the schol- 
astic program plus the recently in- 
stituted physical fitness program 
will no doubt necessitate a rather 
drastic curtailment of extra-cur- 
ricular activities, including some 
reduction in intercollegiate sports 
programs. Our present aim is to 
improve the physical well-being 
of the entire student body rather 
than to send out a few individuals 
highly trained in a certain sport 
to compete with similar individu- 
als from other institutions. 

The war has also brought to the 
campus a spirit of sacrifice and 
consideration in keeping with the 
times. Some things we must con- 
serve; others we must do without. 
Again repeating what President 
Ellis so fittingly said in chapel im- 
mediately following Pear] Harbor: 
“We are in a time of sacrifice. If 
any of us can go on spending on 
himself for luxuries as before, we 
have failed to realize the signifi- 
cance of the crisis in which we find 
ourselves.”

The United States government’s 
official weather man in Hunting- 
don—Professor Paul R. Yoder.

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PROFESSOR OSCAR REIFF MYERS

Long after these lines are but 
fragments of memory they will 
still suggest to me the person of 
Professor O. R. Myers. Among his 
favorite quotations, he attempted 
to forge its spirit into the temper 
of his life. 


I knew Professor Myers only the 
last few years of his life. However, 
he was fond of telling of past ex- 
periences, so that bit by bit the 
pieces formed a definite pattern 
whereby one gained a picture of 
what life meant to him. As a boy 
doing a man’s job on his father’s 
farm, he developed a strong desire 
for a formal education. At last that 
opportunity came when he went to 
Mount Morris College in Illinois 
and later to the University of 
Michigan, where he received his 
master’s degree in 1898. Much of 
his education, he financed himself, 
selling stereopticon views to meet 
the necessary school expenses. 


He told of starting his career as 
a teacher and of the inevitable set- 
backs which confront a young man 
starting out in a profession. While 
under contract to another college, 
he assumed a temporary teaching 
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position at Juniata College, only to 
stay on permanently at the re- 
quest of the school officials. But 
once having thrown in his lot with 
Juniata College, Professor Myers 
gave himself unstintingly and 
wholeheartedly to that institution. 
First of all, it was no mere job with 
him, for he loved to teach and had 
an intense personal interest in his 
students. Many of them he re- 
membered by name throughout 
the remainder of his life. His per- 
sonal interest in his students 
sprang from a desire to develop 
better men and women rather 
than merely to impart knowledge. 


When he finally gave up his 
teaching to assume the duties of 
college treasurer, he did so only 
with grave misgivings and some 
regret. Yet there was a very real 
need for a competent person to as- 
sume those duties, and thus the 
determining factor, as he put it, 
was “the ongoing of Juniata Col- 
lege.” The institution and what it 
stood for were above his personal 
inclinations and ambitions, and, 
sensing a need, he was willing to 
fill it. That he met that need, none 
will deny. As in his teaching, so 
in his new capacity; the welfare

of Juniata was his first concern 
and that was the criterion which 
influenced his every decision. 


Interested in Christian educa- 
tion in all of its phrases, Professor 
Myers devoted much of his ener- 
gies to Sunday School work. He 
was a member of the board of 
directors of the Pennsylvania State 
Sabbath School Association and 
served that organization in a num- 


ber of capacities. As one of the or- 


ganizers of Camp Kanesatake, the 
young peoples camp of the associa- 
tion, he maintained an undying in- 
terest in its welfare. As evidence 
of his ability as a Sunday School 
leader, a friend once remarked 
that Professor Myers was the best 
leader of a forum discussion he 
had ever known. 


Perhaps a reliable measure of a 
man’s worth is his ability to com- 
mand the respect and friendship 
of his associates. In friends, Pro- 
fessor Myers never lacked and it is 
to their credit that they paid him 
tribute while he was still among 
them. In his sudden death on Sun- 
day morning, February 1, many in-

BASEBALL 


ITH the advent of ideal 

spring weather on March 25, 
Coach M. R. “Carty” Swartz took 
his baseball charges to the dia- 
mond. Prior to this the pitchers, 
catchers, and several of the in- 
fielders and outfielders had been 
working out in the gym for three 
weeks. Three days were spent 
outdoors before the heaviest snow- 
fall in years halted practice until 
after the Spring recess. However 
during this short time Coach 
Swartz was able to determine the 
strength of this year’s club to a 
comparative degree—fgreat hitting 
possibilities, two to three men for 
every position, brilliance in sev- 
eral spots, but a depleted pitching 
staff.

An- 
thony Reklis and Paul Frye, senior 
and sophomore outfielders respec- 
tively, have shown mound inclina- 
tions, as has “Hank” Hisenhart, a 
sparkling first-baseman whose 
port-side duties may prove very 
valuable to the Indians. Kermit 
Kitman, a freshman from Brook- 
lyn, has shown promise as a fling- 
er, tossing from the port-side, but 
his great fielding and hitting abili- 
ties may keep him from hurling 
chores. Don Gaynor, another 
freshman port-sider, is also a 
pitching candidate. 

Co-captain Botteicher, 3rd base- 
man; Co-captain Minaya, pitcher; 
HKisenhart, 1st base; Corle, catcher; 
Bargerstock, shortstop; Querry, 
Simkins, Reklis, and Frye, out- 
fielders; Dively, catcher; Mickle, 
2nd base; and Johnson, catcher, 
are veterans that reported with 
the first seven being lettermen.

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TRACK 


After about five weeks of train- 
ing Coach “Mike” Snider’s track 
squad has been getting in some 
real conscientious practice with 
the approach of their first inter- 
collegiate competition which is to 
be in the Penn Relays at Phila- 
delphia on April 24 and 25. This 
year’s track representation is 
rather green since only four letter- 
men returned. The majority of 
the squad is made up of freshmen 
and men who have never com- 
peted in track before. 


Last year’s high point man, 
Bill Thorn, is back as a junior 
and is raring to go again. In the 
intra-class meet which was held 
recently he won both the high and 
low hurdles, the 220 yard dash, 
and broke the school high jump 
record which was established in 
1926 by M. Pentz at 5’ 11”. He did 
o’ 11%’, Pentz, a senior, is showing 
much better than last year and he 
won firsts in the intra-class meet 
in the broad jump and the 440 yard 
dash and was second to Thorn in 
the high jump. Rutledge, a sopho- 
more, won the pole-vault handily 
with an easy 10 feet and hopes to 
surpass his 11 feet 6 inches of last 
year. Noffsinger, a senior, has 


proven himself capable in the dis- 


tance events and won the mile in 
the class competition.
